SUMMARY OF INFORMATION: 
1. The target location is a green, flat, “park-like” area which has 


straight “walkways” which intersect at various angles (see page 8 of the 
transcript). There is construction at the site, consisting of earth-moving 
equipment, and a tall structure which is presently being built. There are 
several buildings opposite the building under construction. They are modern, 
and short in comparison to their height. 

2. There is a man, integrally a part of the site, who is well educated, and 
very intelligent. He is very satisfied with his position as director of some 
portion of the site. He has feelings of great self-importance, and feels 
Justified to have them. When asked about “the most unique aspect and 
function of this site”, he became very smug about a special activity which 
takes place here; one which makes him smile and comment, "If they (outsiders) 
only knew!” 

3. This special activity involves a molecular-level change to a block of 
silvery material, forming an amorphous black material inside it. This newly 
created material is not radioactive, and can be held in the hand. It is 
capable of producing tremendous amounts of energy when “activated”, by 
expanding to billions of times its quiescent size.
